He was ably
seconded’ by Senator Murphy and Senator
Bvans, the republican members of the com-
mittee. The committee held Its second meet-

Ing Wednesday afterncon of the present
weele and *after a free dlscusslon it was
tacitly understood that the maln features

of Senator Gondring's opposition should be
supported In the senate by the entire com-
mittee.  Senator Gondring's flrst idea was
that the recount should be conducted by a
nonpartisan  commisaion, the secretary ol
state to be ex-officlo & member of the body,
Governor Holcomb to appoint two and Chief
Justice Post the other two, Senator Gond-
ring further Insisted that the recount should
e made In the fairest possible manner, so
that the people of the state should be thor-
oughly satisfied with the result. To this
end he suggested that but one county should
be taken up at a time; that as soon as the
vote of that county was canvussed the bal-
lots should be sealed up and the result an-
nouneed,

The plan was referred to the caucus which
met at the Liodell hotel last night. The
whole ground was gone over carefully and
the Imperfections of the house bill fully ex-
poeed. A8 a result of the deliberations of
the caucus a committee, conslsting of Zen-
ntors Hansom of Douglas, Gondring of
Platie amd Beal of Custer, wps named to
prepare the amendments deolded upon by
the eauecus. The committee wags ready to
repart at noon today and when the senate
adjourned at 12 o'clock Senator Watson
announced another eancus to be held at the
Lindell hotel at 2 o'clock.

voted for reprosentatives; also the number
of eloctors at sald elestlon who voted for
hoth senators and representatives; also (o
determine the number of elecltors at sald
electlon who volted for and alse the number
vating ngainst sald proposed amendment
relating to an increage of the number of
Judges of the supreme court and fixing their
terms of ofitce.

OTHER PHOVISIONS OF THE BILL.
